Provided always, and be it further Enafled, That nothing in this AS 
contained fhall extend or be conftrued to extend to prevent any Officer or 
other Perfon holding or exercifing or afling in or performing the Duties of 
any of the faid Offices or Employments, from receiving fuch Reward or 
Satisfaction for or on account of any Detention, Seizure, or Forfeiture of 
any Goods, Wares, or Merchandize, or any Penalty or Share of Penalty 
or Compofition, which under any Law now in force, or hereafter to be 
pafted in relation to the Duties under the Management of the Commif- 
fioners of Cuftoms and Port Duties, he is or may be legally entitled to, 
or to prevent any fuch Officer, Clerk or Perfon from receiving any Allow-
